In  Enfield’s  first  encounter  our  first  game  jitters  and  mistakes  were  overcome  by  a 
strong  desire  to  win.  All  scoring  came  in  the  first  half.  John  Hayden  began  by  scam- 
pering eight  yards  for  the  first  tally.  In  the  closing  minutes  of  the  first  half,  junior 
end  Joe  Bacewicz  latched  onto  a Paul  Plath  aerial  to  close  the  scoring. 

Enfield  High  maintained  its  record  of  defeating  Palmer  before  1,000  fans  at  Pal- 
mer’s Legion  Field.  The  Green  Raiders  struck  early  as  John  Hayden  returned  a punt 
in  fine  fashion  to  the  Palmer  46  yard  line.  Bill  Fuller  pounded  Palmer’s  defensive 
line  for  a 9 yard  gain  to  the  35.  A fine  pulling  block  by  senior  guard  Lew  Wilby  en- 
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abled  quarterback  Paul  Platb  to  complete  a pass  to  Gary  Nolan  at  tbe  20,  wbo  elu- 
sively  ran  to  tbe  eight.  F^ill  Fuller  gladly  took  the  task  of  carrying  the  ball  in  for  the 
first  Raider  touchdown.  Bill  Fuller  again  scored  on  a 3 yard  plunge  and  Paul  Plath 
ran  the  extra  points.  John  Hayden’s  first  of  two  touchdowns  came  on  an  interception 
and  a run  back  of  75  yards.

Censki  and  senior  Jim  Toohey  got  into  the  scoring  column  with  runs  of  35  yards  and 
15  yards  respectively.  Senor  right  end  Gary  Nolan  joined  the  cast  of  scoring  backs 
with  a reaching,  one  hand  stab  at  a Plath  pass.
